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current crowded conditions 
and meet the future needs of 
expansion. Outlined by the 
blueprints, is a 60,000 square 
foot, functional two-story 
building. The upper level will 
contain the volumes of books 
and study area, while the 
lower level houses classrooms 
and academic offices. Also, a 
combination art gallery and 
lounge is drafted for the foyer 
of the facility. 

Studying under the roof of 
the new library, students will 
be able to conduct research 
with the help of 100,000 
volumes. Also, various en- 
vironments will be provided 
for work; from comfortable 
lounge chairs in a relaxed 
gallery setting to individual 
study stalls, and even small 
group study and typing rooms. 

A fund drive, coordinated by 
Jeff Nemens, is expected to 
raise the money necessary- for 
the library construction. 
Sister Olive Louise, Avila’s 
president, has been named 
Honorary Chairman of the 
drive. Alfred J. Blasco, 
Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees explained, “The 
Avila College library serves 
as a tribute to her vision, her 
love for education and her 
abiding faith in God.”

The resident 
population was established 
with the building of resident 
halls and Marian Centre by 
Phase II (1965-1970). Con- 
tained in Phase III (1970-1977) 
is the stablishment of the 
theatre and nurse education 
centre and a permanent 
library. 

With proposed graduate 
programs in education and 
business, and an enrollment 
increase of over 500 percent, 
Avila is in desperate need of a 
more extensive library. The 
new facility will assist the
